2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-22 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by WO 01/16121 (MERCK & CO., INC.). WO 01/16121 
teaches the compounds, compositions and method of use of the compounds of formula I such as where ring A is a pyridinyl ring and 
ring B is a 2-methyl-thiazoM-yl ring. 

Claims 1-22 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over WO 01/16121 (MERCK & CO., INC.). For 
reasons stated above. 

Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of formula I have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in industry.
